These 
soldier boys who have been in the 
midst of alarums for four years and 
more atill suffer from its effects, al- 
though many, very many, are coming 
home physically sound. These boys 
Must change their whole scheme of 
living. Their outlook on life must 
be changed. To do ao, they will need 
help. They will need sympathetic, 
kindly treatment. That is where 
everybody can help, Not all have jobs 
to offer. These men must have eatis- 
factory work at a proper compensa- 
tion. A body of public sentiment 
must be created In favor of giving 
the returned man every possible 
chance to make himself the self- 
supporting man that he wants to be. 
Meet him when he comes home. Give 
him-the glad hand. Smooth out his 
little difficulties. Be kindly, sympa- 
thetic towards him, and then help 
him to get a good position. And when 
he gets that position, be still sym- 
pathetic with him, so that he may get 
back to that place in the community 
to which his talents fit him, but which 
his experience has in a sense unfitted 
him, : 

Repatriation is a big problem, but 
the solution can and will be found in 
patient, kindly treatment. 

The Land Settlement scheme is un- 
der way.

For Horseflesh 


For some months past, an effort has 
been made to find a market for the 
unsaleable light horses and misfits 
now eating fodder which should be 
conserved for the use of animals of 
better quality. The Secretary of the 
Alberta Horse Breeders’ Association 
at Calgary had received offers of over 
ten thousand horses of the olass 
above mentioned at five cente @ 
pound. Those interested in this un- 
dertaking succeeded in having the 
subject dealt with by the Inter-Allied 
Food Council in London. Unfortu- 
nately, the number of army horses 
which will be slaughtered as unfit for 
other use will produce a surplus of 
horee flesh, which for the present, 
prevents arrangements being made 
for the sale of horses for this pur- 
pose from Canada. The attuation, 
however, will be carefully watched 
with a view of the: possibility of a 
permanent export market for this 
commodity ‘being developed in the 
future. The large“number of horses 
offered from all parts of Alberta for 
this purpose indicates the widespread 
interest in the matter, and the splen- 
did service that will be done to the 
horse industry if this class.of herse 
can be eliminated from the range and 
from the farms without being a total 
loss to their owners.

To Solve Canada’s Employment Problem 


K(VERYONE in Canada should understand just what 
the Government is doing to solve the unemployment 
problems that may arise-through the demobilization of 


our fighting forces. 


(1) Employment Offices. 


So that everyone—male or 
female, soldier or civilian—can 
get quickly such jobs as are 
available the Government is co- 
operating with the Provinces in 
establishing a chain of Public 
Employment Offices. Employ- 
ers are being urged to make use 
of these offices to secure any 
help they need. Farmers, for
